Therefore, in the next election of officers, there is more need than ever before for 
deep thought in choosing our officers. And after choosing them, we must support 
them as never before, and must be lenient when we think that perhaps the school spirit 
is gone. In the past, Sweetwater has had better spirit and co-operation than most 
schools; if that which appeared on the surface was genuine, this spirit will not wane 
because of a few students, or because of a sudden change in organization—no, it will 
be strong enough to help carry Sweetwater through one of the most critical years the 
school has ever gone through.

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Dancing Recital 

R ECOGNIZING the value of dancing, progressive schools in all parts of the 
country have added a course in dancing to their curricula. Three years ago 
Sweetwater incorporated such a course into the physical education program. 
The object of this work is not to make professional dancers, but to develop poise, 
balance and rhythm, and to give to the pupils an appreciation and understanding of 
dancing and music. These are the ideals which Miss Roberts has tried to develop through 
the work of this department. 

Since this type of instruction was begun three years ago, the size of the classes 
has greatly increased. Most of the girls in these classes have had no instructions in 
dancing, other than that received in class. The girls worked painstakingly, preparing for 
a recital which was presented in the auditorium the evening of May 17. The recital as a 
whole not only gave evidence of the excellent work already accomplished, but showed 
of what value to the school a dancing course may be. 

Field Day 

T HE girls in the regular physical education classes were not inactive this year. 
Besides playing their regular games and taking part in sports, they worked in 
preparation for a demonstration which was given the afternoon of May 10. 
This demonstration, directed by Miss Roberts and Mrs. Kunkel, included a drill, a march, 
folk dances, the Junior-Senior basketball game, and an indoor baseball game. 

Much interest has been displayed this year in girls’ sports. Letters were awarded 
to winners of interclass games. The use of the point system between classes in each 
period aroused much enthusiasm among the girls, and accounts in great measure for the 
success of the department of girls’ physical education.
